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No Action 
Taken on 
Pay Hikes

An appeal for salary increases 
by two organizations represent­ 
ing most city employes, will be 
considered by the city council 
when it begins its budget hear­ 
ings Tuesday.

Requests for higher pay in 
line with cost of living increas­ 
es, were made by the Torrance 
police and fire wage and bene­ 
fit committee, and the miscel­ 
laneous employes organization 
whose spokesman claims to rep­ 
resent 95 per cent of the city 
workers who are not in the po­ 
lice or fire service.

The miscellaneous employes, 
represented by Jonathan Dun- 
myer, request 28 instead of 24 
pay periods at the same amount, 
or a blanket $^0 per month hike.

tHmmyer argued that, present 
pay periods, which vary depend­ 
ing on the number of days in 
the month, are a hardship on 
employes.

He said that living costs have 
increased 10 per cent since Jan. 
1, 1957. and that wages have 
risen only 5 per cent.

In addition, the employes want 
three weeks vacation after five 
years and four weeks after 10 
years, cash payment for unused 
sick leave and differential bonus 
pay for night work after 4 p.m.

Police and firemen, represent­ 
ed by David A. Cook and Albert 
M. Salcldo, asked for a 6 per 
cent pay boost, longevity pay. 
four weeks vacation after 15 
vears. shooting and clothing pay, 
motor officer riding pay. and a 
widow's benefit clause in the 
pension contract.

"W* will give the requests a 
great deal of attention," Mayor 
Albert Isen assured the spokes­ 
men.

No Aid Refused

hospital ever refuses to admit 
emergency patients, but said that 
availability of doctors had h*en 
discussed at previous staff meet­ 
ings, and will b« taken up again 
this week.
